VETS DISCUSS 
AMENDING LAWS 


On Nov. 14, the Veterans’ Associ- 
ation of R. I. State College held 
the second meeting of the semester. 
On the docket had been the re- 
moval of a clause in the constitu- 
tion which fostered “absolute 
democracy” in operating the com- 
mittee. In the past, calling the 
entire veterans’ body together was 
plausible because only a few were 
attending college. Now, with well 
over 1000, it is impractical to as- 
semble the entire body for discus- 
sion of a problem. Amending the 
constitution to alleviate this situa- 
tion was again discussed. 


A proposal was made to Invite 
the national veterans’ associations 
to present their programs to the 
committee for consideration. The 
ineffectiveness of a purely local 
veterans committee was pointed 
out as one of the factors of the in- 
activity of the organization. Oper- 
ating on a national scale will bring 
added interest from the veterans 
attending State and it will foster 
mature thinking about problems 
of the United States.
